Well known farm director of a 
Calgary television station, Reuben 
Hamm was guest speaker at the 
regular Lions Club meeting in Vul¬ 
can last Thursday.

Their 
goal is the gradual reduction of 
tdrlff walls between their countries 
until tariffs are non-existent and 
there is free trade between all the 
six countries. 

In Mr. Hamm’s opinion, Britain 
must be able to sell to this market 
to survive as Britain’s economy de¬ 
pends upon the importing of raw 
materials and the exporting of 
manufactured goods. Britain’s en¬ 
try into the European Common 
Market is a matter of necessity 
rather than choice, he concluded.

The individual, beginning a business career with a 
fixed objective of making a million bucks is behind 
the eight-ball. If he climbs into a high income bracket 
where his goal may appear possible, he finds that the 
government will take 75% or more of what he earns 
in taxes. 

It’s impossible to accumulate a million dollars 
that way. An Irish Sweepstake win or two can help, 
of course. That’s tax-exempt. 

But the government isn’t thinking about the self- 
styled millionaire in ordering a royal commission to 
investigate the whole tax structure. 

What is worrying government officials is the 
lower wage earner and the small businessman, and 
the effects of excessive taxation that destroys initia¬ 
tive. 

It’s amazing how much the government takes 
from the average Canadian in taxes. On an average 
it exceeds 25% of Canadian income to all three levels 
of government, according to results of a study made 
by the Canadian tax foundation. 

The survey revealed that “almost 90 percent of 
Canadian tax-payers receive less than $7,000 income 
per year.” 

After the tax bite, it’s apparent that the average 
Canadian hasn’t much money left to play with — let 
alone to save a million.
